An overall, structural mainly steel system developed for a building layout. This overall 
structural system is comprised of various combinations of interior configurations and 
corresponding specific building systems. Each specific building system consist of 
standardized structural assemblages and members. For each specific building system, the 
various shapes of these standardized assemblages and members utilized in the overall, 
structural system. The assemblage could be erected in a multi-story fashion, through 
beams are utilized extending through the webs of the assemblage girders. 
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
